"Well," continued tho naturalist, 


pullino- out a drawer upon which was a 
blood-curdling nnmc, "here's a beetle 
that belongs to the explosive brother- 
hood, and so powerful an agent it is that 
it is called the 'Bombardier,1 and is 
ready to go off at a moment's notice. It 
is as vou see, an old-fashioned sort of a 
fellow-—doesn't affect long hair and tho 
like; but let an enemy follow it too 
closely and it stops suddenly, 'and if you 
were listening you would hear a report, 
a puff of smoke would rise in tho air, 
find the pursuer would bo completely 
demoralized. I have seen these bom- 
bardiers lire five or six times in as many 
minutes, whirling about as if taking 
aim. The explosives come from agland.

eject a liquid irritating to man. Tho 
squids, however, lead in this respect. 1 
remember drifting along over tho reef 
at Nassau several years ago, and seeing 
several squids just below the surface, I 
put out my hand, and in a second my 
dearest friend wouldn't have known me. 
I was literally drenched with ink,which 
was thrown from a distance of at least 
three feet. It was indelible, and I still 
have the vouchers in. the way of stained 
linen.''

drawer ]abeled'"Myrmolcon," and said: 
"Here is not only a plotter, but a Qia- 
o-ram of its trap.

They capture ants of other 
species and force them to work for 
them and attend them as bodv servants. 
So luxurious do some of those slave 
owners become that they are utterly 
helpless) when deprived of their menials. 
The latter notonly wait on their masters, 
but feed them.

away their owners perish. 


"Ants are also farmers. In Texas a 


tribe collect the seeds of various plants 
and plant them in close proximity to 
their homes, so that they can benefit by 
the seed. The furmcr or grain ants ol 
Europe store up vast supplies in under- 


"•i-ouiul "runarics. After a damp season 
the seeds arc taken out and laid in tho 
sun aiidfinallv returned." 


"How is it the seeds don't sproute 


a&ed the reporter. 


"That's the most wonderful part 01 


it. The seeds don't sprout, thongh^thero 
thcv arc, planted underground aaa kept 
fresh. It is supposed that tbo ants bite 
the seeds in some way so that they are 
in a state of coma, just as wasps sting 
animal- so that thcv remain insensible 
for months. Ants mav bo said also to 
keep cows—not exactly Diirhams, but 
insects that answer the same purpose. 
Thcv collect the plant lice, and, by ca- 
ressino- them in some way, force or in- 
duce them to givu out or exude a drop 
of sweet liquor. I have seen five or six 
ants awaiting their turn to milk ono of 
these cows. The ants often collect the 
(JO-ITS of the aphides, place them on plants 
near their homes, and care for them- in 
manv ways.just as we do for our blooded 
stoek. Iii"the fall ants have been know- 
to take their cows under ground and 
trv to keep them through tho winter. 
Many ants keep beetles and other insects 
as pets, some as playfellows, others on 
account of their odor. Several hundred 
distinct species of insects are in this way 
kept prisoners under ground. 


"In engineering the ants are equally 


skillful "They bridge wide rivers by 
ioinino- too-other their bodies, clinging 
ono to another, and thus forming a long 
strin"- that tho wind blows across the 
stream. In this way a bridge is formed 
over which an entire army passes.

Driven WeilH for JbUrc jrurposcs. 
Wo think the common council did a 


wise thing last night in adopting the 
speceal recommendation of Chief Engi- 
neer Croft for a driven well on Cherry 
street, near the Catholio church. These 
wells have long been in use for fire pur- 
poses in many cities in tho United States, 
and tuey furnish an abundant supply of 
water for fire purposes at a very small ex- 
T>enso. They cost various sums— from 
$00 up into tho thousands, according to 
the depth they are driven. Those who 
are well-posted in this matter state that 
there would bo no difficulty in obtaining 
water by this means for our fire engines 
in any part of tho city. Water is obtain- 
ed on tho highest ground, wo believe, 
within one hundred feet, and in many 
places from fifteen to thirty foot. At St. 
Patrick's church, where the chief 
pur- 


poses to sink tho woll, water will be ob- 
tained within 27 feet, but it is proposed 
to put tho well down about forty feet, 
thus insuring an abundant supply ot 
water at all times. There aro many peo- 
ple who discredit the idea of an engine 
or pump drawing water over a certain 
distance— tho ouly answer wo have to 
such doubts is that they do it. An 
engine will draw tho water, it is said, 
from one of these wells at almost any 
depth. Tho city of Battle Greek, Mich., 
which has a large number ot these wells 
in use for iiro purposes, has driven them
